Only two men can work at 
a time in the passage where they are, and 
these are being constantly relieved. 
The miners express varying opinions as 
to the length of time it will take them to 
reach the imprisoned men, some saying 
ten hours and others twenty-four. The 
rescuers fear no danger, and are not likely 
to meet with any trouble. There is the 
wildest speculation as to how many of the 
unfortunate men are alive. 
Miners ex­ 
press a fear that most of them were killed 
by the explosion. 
Late to-night General Manager Hazzard 
said they have hope of reaching the men 
before daylight. 
A corps of physicians 
are waiting in readiness, and every provis­ 
ion has been made to take care of such of 
the unfortunates as may be alive

A N IR R IG A T IO N SCH EM E. 


A n E n g lish S yn d icate F o rm ed to F u rn ish 
th e F un d s. 
P o r tla n d (Or.). June 19th.—Major A. T. 
Sears returned from England to-day and 
will leave on the overland for San Fran­ 
cisco to-morrow, en route to Peru, taking 
the Panama steamer on the 23d. Major 
Sears left here six months ago for the pur­ 
pose of inducing English capitalists to in­ 
vest in an extensive Peruvian irrigation 
scheme. He states that he has succeeded 
in DUtting on foot a company with a capí­ 
tol of £500,000. 
Prior to taking up his residence in this 
city Major Sears lived in Peru, rendering 
the Government valuable service in the 
matter of constructing railroads, etc., for 
which the Peruvians failed to fully remu­ 
nerate. 
Several years ago, however, the Govern­ 
ment made concessions to him of 500,000 
acres of land in Northern Peru. This land 
he has sold to an English syndicate, and 
he is now on his way to Peru to superin­ 
tend the building of irrigating canals. It 
is said that much of the land is adapted to 
raising Peruvian cotton. 
He also represented a petition at Wash­ 
ington of the Willamette Palp Paper Com­ 
pany, Lick Paper Company, California 
Paper Company, S. P. Taylor & Co. and 
Corraletos Paper Mill Company, objecting 
t# the omission in the revised tariff bill 
clause effecting paper makers’ felting. The 
omission practically places the goods men­ 
tioned under a general woolen basis, and 
increases the cost of all felts for the paper- 
makers’ use. The petitions urged the Cali­ 
fornia representatives to try and have the 
difficulty remedied.

GO LD F O R G ERM ANY. 


T h e L arge S h ip m en ts o f G old C reate a 
Stir In W all S treet. 
N ew \ o r k , June 19th.—A local paper 
says: The recent shipments of $2.252,000 
in gold to Germany, $750,000 of which 
went on the steamship Columbia this 
morning, have been followed bv the circu­ 
lation in banking circles of several dis­ 
quieting rumors, one reaching the Govern­ 
ment officials to the effect that the ship­ 
ments are on direct orders from the Ger­ 
man Chancellor. 
One of the leading bankers here said: 
■’The recent advance in exchange on Ber- 
jin and the low rate of sterling exchange 
in Germany arose trom the policv of ex­ 
tending the German export business, and 
at the same time the placing of such re­ 
strictions on imports as to practically pro­ 
hibit them. The reason for this policy is 
that the German Government is hoarding 
gold, and no matter what excuse the baok- 
ers acting as its agents may make, it is 
well understood where the order comes 
from and where the gold goes to.” 
It is estimated that $10,000 000 will be 
taken by Heidelbach, Ickelheimer ACo.on 
present orders from this city, and the 
English bankers said to-day that sterling 
exchange and exchange|in Paris was just 
at a gold shipping point, and any further 
advance in rates would bring out large ex­ 
port orders. The worst feature of the situ­ 
ation is the fact that the gold bars in the 
assay offices, which two years ago amounted 
to $90,000,000, have decreased to $32.500,000. 
If they should be all absorbed a drain on 
double eagles in the sub-treasury will fol­ 
low and the banks will lose part of their 
specie holdings.

C EN TR A L A M E R IC A . 


C olom bia anti C osta R ica a t O a ts O v er 
T lieir llo u u d a ry L in e, 
C olon , June 19th.—The boundary ques­ 
tion between Colombia and Costa Rica has 
just come prominently to the front, owing 
to a sensational communication from the 
Prefect of Bocas del Toro, on the frontier, 
to the Government. 
The Prefect reports that recently one 
Rosenburg. with a party of surveyors, en­ 
tered the district from Costa llica and was 
engaged, under the auspices of the Govern­ 
ment of tnat Republic, in making surveys, 
plans, etc., throughout the disputed terri­ 
tory, which it was currently reported the 
Government offered to hand over to the 
American railroad king of Port Simon, 
Minor C. Keith, for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing immigration colonies. 
Costa Rica's action in the matter is based 
on information received from the Spanish 
Minister to Central America, who, during 
his recent visit to San Jose, affirmed that 
the Spanish Government, to which the dis­ 
pute had been referred for arbitration, had 
decided in favor of Costa Rica's claims. 
The Prefect calls on the Government to 
take some instant action in the matter, as 
the inhabitants of the district, who are ait 
Colombians, are greatly alarmed at the 
reportedjaction of Costa Rica in offering to 
cede their lands to a foreign company. 


STANLEY’S VIEW S. 


H e Says th e D a te o f A g reem en t W ill lie 
a R ed -L etter D ay. 
L ondon, June 19th.—Stanley waa pre­ 
sented with an address at Berwick to-day. 
In reply he spoke in the most enthusiastic 
terms of the wisdom of Salisbury's settle­ 
ment with Germany of the Africau ques­ 
tion. By the agreement 500 square miles 
of territory are added to the British posses­ 
sions in Africa. Instead of a dolorous ti­ 
rade against the Prime Minister, Stanley 
said that now is the time to sing a pean in 
his honor. It is now possible to realize 
the great dream of those concerned in the 
exploration and civilization of Africa from 
the Cape of Good Hope to Cairo. 
Stan.ey, in receiving the freedom of 
Newcastle, repeated his laudations of Salis­ 
bury. Dwelling with enthusiasm upon 
the prospects in Africa, he said he was con­ 
fident that if he could muster ail the chiefs 
of the regions that England has acquired, 
they would acquiesce in the opinion that 
the date of agreement would be a red- 
ietter day in the African calendar. 


In P a rlia m en t. 
L ondon, June 19th.—Replying to ques­ 
tions regarding the transfer of Heligoland 
to Germany, in the House of Lords to­ 
night, Lord Salisbury said there was no 
ground for supposing that the inhabitants 
objected to the transfer, except as regard» 
the conscription, and this was provided 
against in the agreement. 
In the Commons the Government was 
nearly defeated in a vote on the first clause 
of the licensing bill, it standing 228 yeas to 
224 nays. The Conservatives had expected 
Storey to continue his speech to-day but 
he did not resume, and a division was- 
taken at once. During the count there 
was a panic on the Government side. 
Several Parnellites and a number of Gov­ 
ernment members were absent. 
It is stated to-night that Archbishop 
Walsh has written a letter to the Freeman's 
Journal severely lecturing the absentee 
Parnellites, who saved the Government 
from defeat. He says unless they can give 
a satisfactory explanation of their absence 
he will find it a hard place to put further 
trust in the Irish party. 
W ill N ot A rb itrate. 
P a r is, June 19th.—The Figaro, in an ar­ 
ticle upon the Newfoundland fisheries dis­

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THE ST0BY OF THE TB0UBLE IN NEW­ 
FOUNDLAND. 


It is probable that but a few people in the 
United States have a clear idea of the 
issues out of which grow the present diffi­ 
culties in Newfoundland lietween the En­ 
glish and the French, and that have so 
roused the Newfoundlanders that they 
threaten revolution if the French “aggres­ 
sions” are not at once checked. 
The most intelligent account that has 
been given of the matter is from the pen 
of H. C. Goldsmith, in the National Re­ 
view (London). 
It has the virtue of being 
impartial and brief. 
From that source, 
for the benefit of American readers, we 
glean a still briefer statement of the facts, 
which involves, by the way, much of the 
romance of stirring history. 
Newfoundland shores are much indented 
by arms of the sea, bays and creeks. 
Southward from the island lie the innum­ 
erable fishing banks, the feeding grounds 
of the cod, and the sources of inexhausti­ 
ble supplies of various food fishes. 
The 
fishing industry is the main one of New­ 
foundland, and in it there is immense cap­ 
ital involved, while nearly the entire pop­ 
ulation is dependent upon its prosecution. 
There are two distinct fisheries of New- 
■ foundland—the inshore fishing and the 
bank fisheries. 
The latter are of an inter­ 
national character and free to all comers. 
The grounds thus open to all are about 
two hundred miles long and seventy miles 
in breadth. 
St. Johns, the capital of Newfoundland, 
was founded in 1578. 
In 1584 England 
took possession of it. 
About 1621 
Lord 
Baltimore settled the first English colony 
on the peninsula of Avalon, and at or 
about the same time the French settled 
along the shores west and southwest of the 
island, with Placenta as their central 
point for the fishing business. 
These set­ 
tlements were, however, 
mere 
fishing 
camps, and were annually abandoned with 
the close of the curing season. 
Rivalries 
between nationallies in Canada led to the 
war against the French, ending with the 
capture of Quebec, but Charles I. rein­ 
stated the French in their possessions, but 
gave Sir David Kirke full possession of 
Newfoundland. 
The French rule was re-established on 
his death over Nova Scotia, Cape Breton 
and Canada. 
In 1635 the French ob­ 
tained permission to dry fish on the New­ 
foundland shores on payment of 5 per cent 
of the value of 
the catch. 
In 1575 
Charles II. relinquished this duty, out of 
respect for Louis XIV'. 
From that time 
the rapacity of the French augmented, 
and in a few years they had established 
dominion over 200 miles of the southern 
coast. 
On the accession of William III., 
in his proclamation declaring several other 
causes for discontent with France, he said 
that her course in Newfoundland had been 
of a conquering enemy, rather than of a 
friend occupying the shores under grants 
for which she had once paid a duty in ac­ 
knowledgment of 
English 
sovereignty. 
War ensued, and Newfoundland became 
the scene of naval and land battles. 
In 
1694 Nesmond was sent to drive the En­ 
glish out, but failed ; a second expedition 
had better luck, and the town of St. Johns 
was taken and burned, as also some smaller 
places. 
The treaty of Ryswick brought 
hostilities to a close, but the French were 
not driven out of the island, as they should 
have been. 
When war broke out in 1702 it found 
the French still engaged in eflorts to hold 
large coast 
sections 
and to dominate 
wherever they fished. 
A squadron was 
sent from England to oust them, but it 
only succeeded in driving them from a few 
points, and their headquarters, Placenta, 
they still held. 
Tne French then retali­ 
ated and captured St. Johns. 
The conflict 
continued and the island was the scene o^ 
ceaseless quarrels and small battles until 
the treaty of L’trecht, in 1713, when the 
whole country, with all adjacent islands, 
was ordered to l>e the possession of En­ 
gland, anil her title was fully recognized. 
But in the treaty it was stipulated that the 
French might fish concurrently with the 
English along more than half the coast, 
and to use the shore for curing the catch. 
This the French have always construed to 
mean an exclusive privilege, and under it 
they claimed the right to forbid English 
settlement within the limits named, to wit., 
from Cape Bonavi>ta to Point Roche. 
The people of Newfoundland have al­ 
ways contested this claim, and hotly, too; 
but the English Government, with la­ 
mentable weakness, has never put the dis­ 
puted ground under a distinctive local 
government, as it should have done. 
But 
in 1878, until parliamentary jurisdiction 
was granted recently to Newfoundland, 
local magi-trates were appointed over the 
territory, and in 1881 the Government is­ 
sued provisional grants to erect factories 
and licenses to work mining grounds in 
the contested districts, and has also since 
made a few grauts of lands to actual set­ 


tlers. 
„ 
From the treaty of Utrecht to the treaty 
of Faris, a period of fifty years, England 
and France waged several wars, and in 


bor. 
A land force of Highlanders as­ 
saulted the town and captured it, and the 
French capitulated with leave to return 
without arms to France, but, under cover 
of a fog, the captured fleet escaped. 
In 
1763 the treaty of Paris was concluded. 
Under it the French were given 
the 
island of St. Pierre and that of Miquelon, 
on the south coast, as shelters for their 
fishermen, but with the proviso that they 
should erect no fortifications and maintain 
no greater guard than fifty men. 
W ithin 
the next twenty years the American colo­ 
nies had revolted and won their inde- 
I>endence. 
During our war American 
privateers preyed upon defenseless New­ 
foundland and her people were reduced to 
the very point of famine. 
By the treaty 
of Versailles, in 1783, the boundaries of 
in-shore fishing within which the French 
might fish were narrowed and clearly de­ 
fined, France renouncing all claims to 
other grounds or rights to them. 
Ever 
since the French shore has been known as 
from Capt St. John north around by Cape 
Bauid, and down the west shore to Cape 
Ray. 


It is within that territory tbat all sub­ 
sequent trouble has arisen. Jealousies and 
infractions of rights have kept the people 
in constant turmoil, and much of the time 
necessitated the presence of men-of-war, 
French and English, to preserve the peace. 
Unfortunately, in the treaty of Versailles 
occurs this ambiguous language: 
And th a t the fisherm en of th e two nations 
m ay not give rise to daily quarrels, his B ritannic 
Majesty was pleased to engage th at he w ould 
take the most positive m easures for preventing 
his subjects from interrupting the fishing of the 
F rench during the tem porary exercise thereof, 
* * * an a th a t he would give orders that 
th e F rench fisherm en should not be incom ­ 
m oded in th e cutting of wood necessary for the 
repair of th etr scaffolds, huts and fishing boats. 
The French hold that this language 
gives them the sole and exclusive right 
over the district defined. 
But neither the 
local Government of Newfoundland uor 
the Home Government of England have 
ever acknowledged this construction of the 
language. 
England claims the right of 
her people to fish concurrently with the 
French in the grounds described; that if 
there is room for both peoples to fish there 
England will not discourage her subjects 
from embracing the privilege. 
But evi­ 
dently England has thought there is not 
room for both, since, until 1881, she dis­ 
couraged in all ways any settlement in the 
shore district named by her people, and 
until that year refused to recognize set­ 
tlers’ rights as entitled to Governmental 
protection on that part of the coast. 
Now, 
however, territorial rights are conceded to 
the local Government, which has the 
power to make land grants and issue min­ 
ing licenses, and give representation to the 
English in the district in the Newfound­ 
land Parliament. 
W ithin the last few 
years lobster fishing and canning have 
risen to high imjiortance as industries in 
Newfoundland. 
Lobster fishing was un­ 
known, practically, when the treaty was 
concluded. 
Now its best field is off shore 
in the waters over which the French claim 
exclusive right for fishing purposes. 
They 
therefore wish to improve the lobster in­ 
dustry themselves and keep the fish out of 
British canneries. 
The English point to 
the treaty, and say io the French: “Your 
privileges are related to the catching and 
curing of cod only, there is no mention in 
the document of the lobster; therefore you 
shall not take the lobster, nor shall you 
erect sheds for the curing or canning of 
that food fish.” 
The Newfoundlander ap­ 
peals to England to stand behind her 
treaty, and suppress the French so far as 
the lobster fisheries are concerned. 
The 
French reply that at the very best the 
English cannot lawfully object to their 
fishing for lobster concurrently with the 
Newfoundlanders, and there the matter 
rests. 


THE COMING CONVENTION. 


1 he citizens of Sacramento are moving 
in the matter of the reception and enter­ 
tainment of the Republican State Conven­ 
tion which meets in this city early in Au­ 
gust. 
The R kcord-Union the other day 
at length pointed out the importance of 
entertaining this body of representative 
men from all sections of the State well 
while in Sacramento. 
The Capital City 
has done nothing of this kind in a long 
time, and can now well afiord to act with 
extreme liberality. 
It will require monev 
to do what should lie done, but it is not to 
lie taken out of the community, while the 
meeting of the Convention here brings to 
the city lor some days over six hundred 
delegates, who will look upon the city with 
a critical eye, and carry away good or evil 
reports of It. 
We have heretofore done 
considerable work to make a good impres­ 
sion upon Eastern visitors—let us now do 
something to favorably impress the people 
of the State. 
But not only will money be 
needed for general entertainment of our 
visitors, but there must be special eflort 
made by our people to show some personal 
attentiou to these guests—not officious and 
persistent, hut such well-timed aud kindly 
extension of courteous offices as will make 
the guest feel that he is indeed welcome 
and that there is heartiness in our enter­ 
tainment of him. 
San Jose is making 
great preparation for the reception of the 
Democratic State Convention, but Sacra­ 
mento, as the larger and better city, should 
outdo her, and receive the Republican del­ 
egates and entertain them in a manner to 
wholly satisfy them, and be a source of 
pride to ourselves.

This 
has already been laid out and m any San 
Franciscans have secured property ihere, 
planning some day to possess a suburban 
home under these wide spreading oaks 
that everywhere dot the landscape. If the 
visitor here appreciates native hum or he 
may find some in the volunteer guides 
who will drive him about. The Dew edu­ 
cational ceDter, the trotting stock, the m au­ 
soleum and other points of interest are 
oddly confused under one general head of 
things worth seeing. In this catalogue 
just now the stallion Electioneer has chief 
place, and the man who would rather ex­ 
am ine the design of the new buildings and 
speculate as to their future usefulness than 
look through a screen door at the trotting 
sire holds a very low Diace in Ihe mind of 
the talkative guide. This directing spirit 
knows m uch of local family movements 
and he is not hackward in telling all the 
Menlo gossip. If some of these folks 
could occasionally ride in a carriage, other 
than their own, how m uch they m ight 
learn of themselves. 


PROGRESS OF CONSTRUCTION WOF.K. 
A large force of men is now employed on 
ihe dorm itory for young men. The twelve 
class-room buildings around the main 
quadrangle were all completed some time 
ago with the exception of interior finish­ 
ing. All are of brown-yellow sandstone, 
quarried from ihe Hills not far distant. A 
lofty stone chim ney of marvelous sym m e­ 
try towers high above the low main build­ 
ings. It rises from the engine-house, also 
of stone, laid, as are all the walls, in irregu­ 
lar rubblecourses. The dormitory building 
now going up will be three stories. 
It is a 
substautial-appearing structure with m any 
pleasing featnres of artistic construction. 
It is located several hundred feet from the 
class-room buildings. At about the same 
distance from them in the opposite direc­ 
tion another dorm itory building for young 
lady students is soon to be built. The 
wide graveled roadway marked out by 
landscape artist Olmstead winds about in 
graceful curves by these buildiDgs and 
passes through under arches, so deep as to 
be alm ost tunnels, into the quadrangle 
bounded by the class-room buildings. Ap­ 
proaching these, the full effect of the arch­ 
itectural novelties above noted is seen. 
The flatness of these 
m any one-story 
buildings and the great expanse of roof so 
near to the level of the eye is at first sur­ 
prising from its novelty. But the stability 
of the stone, the curves and well-fitted 
arches of the four entrance ways, the odd 
beauty of the red-tile roofing, finally im ­ 
press one as most appropriate for their sit­ 
uation and their object. 
The very lowness 
of the buildings is restful to the eve that 
tires of nine story monstrosities of some 
city building. 


SUGGESTIONS OF TH E MISSONS. 
Besides the tiled roofing, the recurring 
arches and round pillars of the open cor­ 
ridor that connect all the buildings rem ind 
one of the missions. Santa Barbara Mis­ 
sion, that the Jesuits made from adobe 
bricks a century ago, has just this archi­ 
tectural fancy. 
But here it is elaborated 
upon and made more substantial and ar­ 
tistic. These carved capitals and skillful 
designs would have suggested too m uch of 
worldly beauty to the devoted fathers. 
These connected tile-floored corridors will 
be very useful during the rainy season. 
Doubtless the idea of their utility only was 
the cause of their long-ago origin. 
It is 
only one stone step from the corridor into 
each class-room. Very high are all the 
ceilings, aud very low are the windows 
that pierce the walls on all four sides of 
each building. 
Poor ventilation m ust 
here be unknow n. The entrance arches, 
surm ounted by square-hipped, tile-roofed 
towers, rise high above the building roofs, 
relieving the m onotony of their one-story 
level. 
W ithin the large court palms of 
various sorts are now growing. 
Soon 
fountains will be playing here, and then 
the architectural effect of the new Mission 
style will be artistically complete. 


STARTING AN ARBOBETCM. 
Some distance away, near the new Palo 
Alto wme cellar, is the beginning of an 
arboretum which promises to be one of the 
most complete of its kind in the United 
States. Just d o w it is in nursery form, but 
the shrubs and trees grow so rapidly in this 
cüm a’e that another year will make quite 
a showing. It is in charge of T. L. Douglass, 
who for some years was director of experi­ 
mental work for the State Board of For­ 
estry. Senator Stanford engaged him when 
he left the State employ, and since he has 
been busily at work here. 
H e has two or 
three «eres in nursery, chiefly trees. 
He 
has made a large collection of conifer 
pines, securing stock from all parts of the 
world. All these trees now in the nursery 
wiil be taken up when the proper time 
comes and set ont near the University, 
the grounds thus becoming an immense 
arboretum . 
Manzanitas is great profusion 
are to form one feature of the tree-group­ 
ing. They are as characteristically Cali­ 
fornian as the missions, and will help form, 
it is thought, a picturesque landscape.

DOWN THE RIYER. 


RECLAMATION DISTRICTS THAT ARE 
YET UNDER WATER. 


C o n d itio n o f th e F rn lt an d V eg eta b le 


C rops on R iv er L an d s—P ro sp ect 


fo r F a ll C rops. 


A. trip from Sacramento to Rio Vista on 
the Modoc or Apache at this season of the 
year is a very pleasant one. The air is 
cool on the river, and the view from the 
steamer's deck is far-reaching, taking in 
the entire valley from the Sierras to the 
Coast range. The river banks are lined 
with orchards a great part of the way, and 
many fine mansions peep out from be­ 
tween the rows of trees on either hand, in­ 
dicating that, notwithstanding the liability 
to overflow, this is a very prosperous sec­ 
tion of a prosperous State. The severely 
wet winter just passed has left evidences of 
its work on land, fruit and vegetables, and 
as the river is yet high, the water has not 
receded from the low places, and will not 
for some time to come. 
The past winter has demonstrated the 
necessity for pumping machinery in all 
the reclaimed districts. In the "Pierson 
District, back of Courtland, and the tract 
belonging to the Pacific Mutual Life Insur­ 
ance Company, at Isleton, this is clearly 
shown, as the water has been handled as 
fast as it came in, and the lands are now in 
a high state of cultivation. 
In other districts where there are no 
pumps, the basins or low tule portions, are 
entirely covered with water. 
There is a 
great body of water on the Sacramento 
side down to the Pierson District, and the 
Yolo side is, of course, under water all the 
way down, except a narrow strip of front 
land, and in many places the water 
covers the ground in the orchards. The 
peach trees on the Yolo side are mostly 
dead, and plums and pears will certainly 
not be benefited with water standing about 
their trunks in the warm season. 
The fine peach orchard of Mr. Webber, 
at Clarksburg, is nearly ruined, and many 
trees along the river that hav“e not yet shed 
their foliage, may as well be pulled out. 
The usual early crop of potatoes and other 
vegetables will be light, as the land could 
not be cultivated, owing to the unpre­ 
cedentedly long rains, and in consequence 
“spuds’’ are ranging high. There will be 
a good late crop, however, and right here 
is where the river land shows its superi­ 
ority, as planting can be carried on until 
August 1st for late potatoes and hay, and, 
of course, without irrigation. 
Lisbon District, opposite Freeport. Sut­ 
ter Island, below Courtland, on the Yolo 
side, and Brannan Island, opposite Rio 
Vista, whose levees were broken, are pretty 
well covered with water. The upper part 
of Andrus, and all Grand Island, have 
water on the tule lands from the rainfall 
and Bipage, but the big pump on Grand 
Island is disposing of the water rapidly, 
and if the pumps had been in readiness 
to run during the rainy eeason, the land 
would be perfectly dry to-day. The land 
owners expect tobe plowing in the tules 
in August. 
Considerable work remains to be done 
on the levees, which were not quite finished 
last year, and it is expected that Grand 
Island will be nearly impregnable before 
next winter's rains set in, unless some­ 
thing extraordinary in the way of freshets 
should occur. 
The fruit crop in the river lands will be 
light this year, a great deal of the fruit 
dropping ofl 
when 
about the size of 
marbles, said to be caused by too much 
moisture in the ground. But the prices 
obtained are good, Bartlett pears selling 
on the banks for $1 25 per box of forty 
pounds; plums at 50 cents for a twenty- 
pound box, and the “Tragedy” variety sell 
for $1 25 per box. Porter Brothers are the 
largest buyers on the river this year, but 
the Gregory Brothers, the Strong Company 
and the Earl Fruit Company are heavy 
buyers also, and the packers of these firms 
will be along the banks for some time en­ 
gaged in shipping fruit to the East.

For two days the time of Department 
One of the Superior Court had been taken 
up with the trial of the case of Grimshaw 
vs. Belcher, which was brought to a con 
elusion yesterday before Judge Walling, of 
Nevada, who has been holding Court for 
Judge Armstrong. The issues involved in 
the case were similar to those of one orig­ 
inating in Colusa county, which case was 
decided by the Supreme Court on April l9t. 
Briefly stated, they were: Sarah W. 
Belcher and Sarah P. Grimshaw are own­ 
ers of adjacent lands bordering on tbe 
Cosumnes 
river. 
Mrs. Grimshaw, the 
plaintiff, alleged that she had constructed 
the necessary levees along the river line of 
her lands to prevent inundation at that 
point, but that Mrs. Belcher refused to do 
likewise, thus rendering plaintiff's land 
subject to damage by being flooded. It 
was further complained that defendant 
threatened to reopen an old break in her 
land, which plaintiff had filled in near tbe 
dividing line of the two ranches, and that 
if this were done plaintiff's land would be 
seriously damaged. She therefore asked 
the Court for an injupctiou restraining 
Mrs. Belcher from carrying out the threat 
referred to, and for other relief. Denson & 
Oatman were attorneys for plaintiff, and A. 
L. Hart and J. W. Hughes for tbe defend­ 
ant. 
In deciding the case Judge Walling gave 
judgment for the plaintiff, holding that the 
levee must be maintained, that the Belch­ 
ers may, if they choose, change the slant 
or base of the levee so that it will face the 
river instead of their land, and that each 
party pay her portion of tbe costa.

By the aid of a coal-oil lamp and a hy­ 
drant plugged with mud Messrs. A. D. 
Christianson and D. Dierssen, proprietors 
of the Pacific Market and Grocery, at 725-9 
J street, had their finances rednced to zero 
last night. 
The proprietors were both at work in their 
office at half-past 8 o’clock, together with 
their two book-keepers, when a coal-oil 
lamp 
exploded, 
severely burning Mr. 
Christianson in the face and setting fire to 
the store. 
The men got ont safely, and an alarm 
was sent in from Seventh and J streets, 
bat, as usual, the whistle at the water­ 
works gave no indication at first as to the 
locality of the fire. After a few minntes, 
however, the correct number was given. 
In the meantime the fire spread throngh 
the store with great rapidity. The estab- 
ment runs through to the alley, where 
there were six fiorses kept on the ground 
floor, and attention was first paid to them, 
and they were all taken ont. When the 
firemen arrived and attached a hose to the 
hydrant on the corner of Eighth and J, 
only a few feet from the fire, no water 
came from it—nothing but thick mud—and 
at ieast ten minutes expired before even a 
sickly stream could be got at that point. 
It was some time before streams coaid be 
got from distant hydrants, and all this 
lime the fire was rushing toward the rear 
of the establishment, destroying every­ 
thing as it went. Not until a quarter of an 
hour had passed did the firemen have any­ 
thing like an adequate supply of water, 
and by that time the flames had gutted the 
main store and swept through the 160 feet 
of building to the allev. 
It looked as if nothing could prevent the 
entire block from being destroyed, includ­ 
ing St. Paul's Chnrcb, the Free Library 
and other bnildings across the alley. Only 
a few doors west of the building in which 
the fire started is Waterhouse & Lester’s 
mammoth establishment, and many of the 
thousands of people who filled the street in 
front believed it to be doomed. 
But the firemen finally got a couple of 
good streams to playing from the alley, and 
those in front were fighting the llames 
vigorously from that side, and thus they 
got the better of it. 
The Windsor Hotel, adjoining on the 
east, had a narrow escape. The flames had 
burned out the windows of several rooms 
in the rear and above the roof of the m ar­ 
ket building and attacked the furniture. 
Streams of water were thrown into the 
windows, however, and the hotel saved, 
but Messrs. Flaherty & Nearv, the proprie 
tors, say their damage from water will 
amount to considerable. 
A R x co rd -U n io s reporter endeavored to 
obtain from both Mr. Christianson and Mr. 
Dierssen an estimate of their losses, but 
both were so nervous and excited that but 
few facts could be learned. Mr. Dierssen 
said they had about $10,000 worth of goods 
in the store, and book accounts amounting 
to from $12,000 to $13,000. The former was 
all gone, and he feared the books were de­ 
stroyed. 
In addition to these losses he and his 
partner had built an extension to the main 
building at an expense ol several thousand 
dollars, and that had been rained. He 
said there was some insurance, but the 
sum was small compared to their loss. 
Mr. Christianson would not take time to 
talk about his loss except to say that he was 
ruined. 
It was ascertained later from one of the 
employes of the store that the safe was in­ 
tact, and that it contained the firm's ledger 
accounts and some of the other books. 
The building is the property of J. Guth. 
It is a low one-story structure, and of little 
intrinsic value, there being only the two 
walls and roof. 
The loss of the building 
in the rear will fall upon Messrs. Christian­ 
son & Dierssen, whose actual losses will 
doubtless foot up $15,000, including such 
portion as may be insured. 


T H A T F IR E -P L U G . 


C h ief O ’M eara Says H e h a s O ften C om ­ 
p la in ed o f It. 
While the fire was in progress the re­ 
porter got a moment’s interview with Chief 
O'Meara and gsked him what the trouble 
had been with the fire plug at Eighth and 
J streets. He replied that for some time it 
had not worked satisfactorily, and he had 
frequently so reported to the Water Works 
Department. 
He said that at first nothing 
but mud came from it, while the fire was 
getting a strong headway, and it was ten 
minutes before even one half-way decent 
stream of water could be had from it, 
while it ought to give two good streams. 
William M. Petrie and others who were 
present when the fire first broke out de­ 
clared that it was positively shameful to 
see the firemen standing there with a hose 
in their bands which could not throw a 
stream across the sidewalk, while the fire 
was threatening all that portion of the 
city. 
In regard to the character of the alarm 
given, 
Mr. Fiske, 
Superintendent 
of 
the fire-alarm system, says 
that 
the 
gong at the Waterworks "has been un­ 
dergoing repairs by engineer Cooper, under 
the direction of Chief O’Meara, and that 
he (Fiske) is in no manner responsible for 
its failure to work. The big hell in the 
Corporation House did not strike, he said, 
because carpenters are repairing the belfry 
where it was lately injured by fire, and the 
bell cannot be operated until the repairs 
are finished. 
And thus it goes. The fire-alarm sys­ 
tem is out of order, and the fire-hydrams 
are choked with mud, and the property 
and lives of the people are in jeopardy, 
and all the time they are plodding right 
along, paying high taxes and good salaries 
to officials to see that these things are 
properly looked after and kept in perfect 
condition. 
It might he well for citizens to take turn 
abont in blowing out the fire-plugs, or take 
some other action that will insure their be­ 
ing in condition for service when fires 
break out. The way in which things are 
now going on is worse than a farce—it is 
criminally wrong, and there should be re­ 
sponsibility somewhere. 


THE GEORGE SUICIDE. 


T h e C oron er’s J u ry F in d s th a t D ecea sed 
W as M en tally U n sou n d . 
Coroner Clark last evening held an in­ 
quest on the body of Andrew George, who 
committed suicide on Wednesday. The 
chief testimony taken was that of Mrs. 
George, who stated that deceased bad for 
some time been in ill-health and despond­ 
ent. On Wednesday afternoon they were 
together in their room, she being engaged 
in making preparations to go to Alameda 
connty. Without any warning he jumped 
up from the bed were he had been reclin­ 
ing, and placing a pistol to his breast fired 
the fatal shot. 
The physician who had attended de­ 
ceased testified that the latter had been suf­ 
fering trom a nervous attack and insomnia 
and at times was really not in his right 
mind. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that deceased came to his death from the 
effects of a pistol-shot fired with suicidal 
intent, while he was laboring under a fit 
of temporary mental abberration.

CUSTOM S U N IO N . 


A n I m p o r ta n t R e c o m m e n d a tio n M a d e b y 
th e P r e s id e n t to C o n g ress. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 19th.—The President 
has transmitted tr. Congress a letter from 
Blaine upon the subject of customs union 
and recommendations in favor thereof, by 
the Pan-American Conference. 
The President, in transmitting the com­ 
munication. says: “ It has been so often 
and persistently stated that our tariff laws 
oflered an insurmountable barrier to the 
large exchange of products with the Latin- 
American nations, that I deem it proper to 
call especial attention to the fact that more 
than 87 per cent, of the products of those 
nations sent to our shores are now admit­ 
ted free. If sugar is placed upon the free 
list, practically every import article ex­ 
ported from those States will be given un­ 
taxed access to our markets except wool. 
“The real difficulty iu the way of nego­ 
tiating profitable reciprocity treaties is that 
we have given freely so much that would 
have had value in mutual concessions 
which such treaties 
imply. 
I cannot 
doubt, however, that the preseut advan­ 
tages which the products of these near and 
frieDdlv States enjoy in our 
markets, 
thougu they are not by law exclusive, will, 
with other considerations, favorably dis­ 
pose them to adopt such measures, by 
treaty or otherwise, as will tend to equalize 
and greatly enlarge our mutual exchanges. 
“It will certainly be time enough for us 
to consider whether we much cheapen the 
cost of production by cheapening labor in 
order to gain access to the South American 
markets, when we have fairly tried the 
effect of ar, es'ablished and reliable steam 
communication and convenient methods 
of money exchanges. There can be doubt, 
I think, that wiih these facilities well es­ 
tablished, and with a rebate of duties upon 
imported raw materials used in the manu­ 
facture of goods for export, our merchants 
will be able to compete in the ports of the 
Latin-American nations with those of any 
other country. 
If, alter Congress shall 
have acted upon the pending tarifi legisla­ 
tion, it shall appear that under the general 
treaty-making power, or under any special 
powers given by law, our trade with the 
States represented iu the conference can be 
enlarged, upon a basis of material advant­ 
age, it will be promptly done.” 
Secretary Blaine to-day received a tele­ 
gram from the Chairman of the National 
Millers' Convention at Minneapolis, saying 
that millers were greatly agitated over the 
report of an additional duty of 80 cents per 
barrel to be imposed on American Hour in 
Cuba, thu3 prohibiting the American flour 
trade, and asking for information. 
Secretary Blaine replied that he had re­ 
ceived no official advice, but if correct, the 
advance would make the duty $5 31 per 
barrel, and it was evidently intended by 
Spain to be prohibitory. He added: “It 
has been constantly said here for the last 
six months that the Western farmers de­ 
mand the unconditional repeal of the 
sugar duty. It is within the power of the 
Western farmers, by encouraging a system 
of reciprocity, to secure in exchange for 
the repeal of this duty the free admission 
ol their breatlsintls and provisions into the 
markets of forty millions of people, in­ 
cluding Cuba. Iu my opinion this is the 
most profiiable policy for the Western 
farmer." 


A FU N N Y SC EN E. 


R e p re s e n ta tiv e ltig g s C a u ses S om e M e r­ 
rim e n t in th e H o u se. 
W a s h in g to n , June 19th.—A funny scene 
occurred in the House this afternoon. 
Peters oi Kansas was speaking in support 
of Reed’s action in referring the silver bill 
to the Coinage Committee, when Biggs in­ 
terrupted Peters and demanded to know 
why the gentleman from Kansas did not 
vote for silver coinage if he was in favor oi 
it. This was received with great merri­ 
ment by the whole House, as Peters was 
the Republican who refused to bolt the 
caucus on the silver bill. Biggs continued 
his cross-questioning of Peters, much to 
the letter's 
embarrassment, while the 
whole House was convulsed with laughter. 
Rred pounded his gp.vel, grew red in the 
face and declared the gentleman from Cal­ 
ifornia was out of order. Biggs, however, 
confined to pour out a periect stream ot 
words and would not be silenced. Reed 
cried out angrily,“Will the gentleman from 
California be in order?” “I will, sir,” re­ 
sponded Biggs, dropping into his seat. But 
no sooner was he seated than he again rose 
and 
advancing 
toward 
Speaker Reed, 
leaned over and whispered in the Speaker’s 
ear. The irrepressible man was bound 'o 
have his say. Reed laughed heartily and 
the contagion took until the whole House 
rang witn laughter, which grew all the 
more boisterous when the old Californian 
drew his handkerchief from his pocket and 
stood up iu plain view and waved it over 
his head. 


N O T Y E T S U R R E N D E R E D . 


T h e S liv e r R ill S till in th e H a n d s o t th e 
C o m m itte e . 
W a s h in g to n , June 19th.—The silver bill 
is now in possession of the clerk of the 
Committee on Coinage. Weights and Meas­ 
ures, and he has no authority to surrender 
its custody except upon an order of the 
House or the Speaker. 
No such order has 
been made by the House (the resolution 
merely expunging a statement of the trans­ 
action iron the journal), and the Speaker 
is not likely to recall it. There is no rec­ 
ord in the journal that any reference of 
the mc-asire has been made, and therefore 
it is doubtful wnett'.er a motion to discharge 
th;i Committee of the Whole from further 
C 'iisiderauon of the measure will he in or­

W a s h in g to n . Jnne 19th.—The Chairman 
of the Committee o n me Election of Presi­ 
dent, Vice President and Representatives, 
to-day submitted a report on the Committee 
on Federal Elections bill, dratted in pursu­ 
ance oi the instructions of the caucus. The 
report says, in p art: 
The committee believes that fraud, vio­ 
lence and corruption exist to such a degree, 
and popular confidence has been so largely- 
shaken in regard to elections in many Con­ 
gressional Districts, that they have as little 
d< ubt of the expediency of such a measure 
as this which they propose, as they have of 
the full and absolute power of Congress to 
enact legislation of this kind wheueverthe 
circumstances seem, as they do now, im- 
rerativelv to demand it.

T he Senate th en resum ed consideration of the 
legislative, executive and judicial appropria­ 
tion bill. 
All the com m ittee am endm ents having been 
disposed of, the bill w as opened to geueral 
am endm ent.

The 
Clerk was proceeding to read th a t portion oi the 
journal w hich disclosed the reference of the 
silver bill to th e Com m ittee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures. 
McKinley m oved th a t the journal be approved, 
and dem anded the previous question, despite 
Mills’ protest th a t he was entitled to recogni­ 
tion to m ove to correct th e journal. 
Springer raised the point ol order th a t the 
journal contained a record of som ething w hich 
never happened. 
T he Speaker replied th at it was for th e House 
to decide and directed the Clerk to call the roil. 
The Clerk proceeded, while Springer, am id the 
applause of his party colleagues, entered a vig 


tives oi tne people, Dut tne people w ill pull you 
down, sir, a t the polls, n ex t Novem ber, and 
your party w ith you. 
The House refused to order the previous ques­ 
tion. 102 to 117, am id loud Dem ocratic applause. 
Mills offered a resolution reciting th at the 
order of the reference m ade by the Speaker re­ 
ferring the silver bill to the Com m ittee on Coin­ 
age, iv eights and Measures, was incorrect un d er 
the rules of th e House, and m ade w ithout au­ 
thority under the rules, and resolving th a t the 
journal be corrected by striking therefrom this 
entry. 
Cannon of Illinois argued th a t the Senate 
am endm ents would require to be considered in 
Com m ittee of the W hole. T hat being so, it was 
the Speaker’s duty to refer it to the Com m ittee 
on Coinage, W eights and Measures. I h e resolu­ 
tion sought to strike out the recital of the fact. 
Mills characterized Cannon's position as lüe 
boldest, most reckless and absurd position that 
he ever heard m aintained in a legislative bodv. 
Under the Constitution the journal was to be 
kept by the House, not by the Speaker or his 
clerks 
He charged ihe Republican partv w ith 
being false to its pledges on the m atter'o f sli­ 
ver. The Dem ocratic party would give the 
p eo p e a free, unlim ited coinage of silver. At 
the hustings the people would ask the R epub­ 
licans why, w hen they were sent here as the 
friends of silver, they voted to defeat the con­ 
sum m ation of the people's wishes and the ful­ 
fillm ent of th eir promises. 
Peters of Kansas though declaring him self a 
free coinage m an, sustained the Speaker’s ac­ 
tion. contending th a t under the rules it was 
the speaker's duty to refer the bill as he had 
done. 
Crisp oi Georgia subm itted an argum ent to 
show th at under the rules the Speaker h ad not 
the power to refer the bill as he had done. 
SpriDger oi Illinois contended lor the right of 
the House to revise the journal and m ake it 
show w hat th e m ajority of the House decided 
it 6hould show. The purpose of referring the 
bill to the Com m ittee on Coinage, W eighis aud 
M easures was to prevent the House from voting 
on the question of concurieuce in the Senate 
am endm ents. The question would be put next 
fall (uot iu tim e to affect this question). 
liutterw orth held th at th e real question be­ 
fore the House was w hether or not tne Speaker 
referred th e bill to the com m ittee, not th at it 
was or was not properly referred. The question 
arose w hether the Speaker was authorized to 
m ake the reference. 
H econtended th at he was 
so authorized.
